“Lucky;  I  flunked.” — dragging  in  in  the  morning 
and  sKjrming  out  to  the  buses  at  3:11 — “Oh,  when  did  you  get  his  ring.^” — “Dad 
won’t  let  me  have  the  car  until  I  raise  my  English  grade.” —  Freshmen  crawling  in 
in  September  and  breezing  out  in  June.  These  examples  are  just  a  few  of  the  many 
contrasts  in  our  school  life.  There  are  many  more  forming  the  theme  of  this  hook.
